DSP Works Out Plan 
To Check Rising Prices 


The Democratic Socialist 
Party, a moderate Opposition 
group, yesterday came out with 
a plan to check the rising 
prices of consumer goods in 
Japan. 

The party will submit the 
plan to the Government early 
this week by way of advising it 
to review its price policy. . 

The party simultaneously de- 
cided to launch a nationwide 
campaign to check the consum- 
er’ price rises through talks 
with industrial enterprises con- 
cerned.

What are the motives behind 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev’s unprecedented grandstand 
play at the current session of 
the United Nations General As- 
sembly? Why did Ne sail the 
Atiantie accompanied by the 
entire leadership of the Com- 
munist bloc—with the exception 
of Red China and her Asian 
satellites? 

One obvious answer is, of 
course, that Khrushchev con- 
siders the General Assembly an 
admirable forum from which to 
promote to the fullest such 
propaganda campaigns as his 
proposal for “universal and com- 
plete disarmament.” 

However, observers who have 
been following the ideological 
and political rift between the 
Soviet Union and Communist 
China, also see in Khrushchev's 
latest move a leulated effort 
to consolidate e USSR posi- 
tion as unchallenged leader of 
the entire Communist world. In 
so doing, Khrushchev, at the 
United Nations, serves notice to 
the absent Chinese Communists 
that only through cooperation 
with the rest of the nations in 
the Communist camp can China 
hope to win U.N. recognition. 

For many reasons, the Gen- 
eral Assembly is a natural 
sounding board for Khrushchev's 
pressure tactics. During the 

t week some 14 new nations 
ave been admitted to the 
United Nations, mostly African, 


mostiy uncommitted. Ever since’ 
the Bandung Conference in 1955, - 


Red China has made determined 
efforts to increase its influence 
in these countries through eco- 
nomic, cultural and diplomatic 
channels. Her. offensive has 
met with mixed success; seven 
African countries have _  re- 
cognized or expect to recognize 
Red China. While Chinese 
Communists aid has been mi- 
nor compared with that of the 
USSR, the rapid increase in 
new, independent African coun- 
tries has opened the way for 
the Chinese Communists to 
challenge the Soviet influence 
in this area. The Red Chinese 
propaganda to these countries 
has emphasized the contention 
that Africa has more in com- 
mon with Communist China, 
whose brand of communism al- 
legediy is rapidly changing a 
rural nation into an industrial- 
ized one, than with the USSR 
and its advanced European 
satellites. 

The Soviet Union must be 
aware that the Chineses Com- 
munists line is in competition 
with their own. Yet, the USSR 
managed to get the Red Chinese 
to give lip service to the “cor- 
rectness” of the Soviet position 
at the Bucharest Conference of 
June 1960. The USSR cannot 
then publicly criticize Com- 
munist Chinese actions in Afri- 
ca without revealing the fact 
that the latter’s adherence to 
the Bucharest line was mean- 
ingless and that the split be- 
tween the two countries is a 
deep one. And evidence of in- 
creasing bitterness between the 
two countries continues to 
mount. Underlying this bitter- 
ness is a definite dichotomy of 
philosophic views.

Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev in his speech before the 
United Nations General Assem- 
bly said that the disarmament 
question should be discussed by 
the Assembly instead of by the 
10-nation East-West disarma- 
mest committee. The disarma- 
ment committee was organized 
as a result of a Western con- 
cession to the East. But the 
Soviet Union and its satellites 
caused the committee talks to 
break down last June for rea- 
sons which were far from clear. 
Now the Soviet Union chooses 
the Assembly as a place for dis- 
‘cussion of the disarmament 
problem. In the circumstances, 
the rest of the world will sure- 
ly question the Soviet’s real in- 
tent.

Communist Chinese Premier 
Chou En-lai’s announcement of 
his country’s three basic prin- 
ciples regarding trade with Ja- 
pan has touched off a series of 
moves for reopening trade be- 
tween the two nations.

than it was at one time. But 
there are indications it wants 
to exploit the trade issue to 
neutralize Japan.

It's also illustrated by the 
stand of Mexico, which worked 
to tone down any criticism of 
Cuba at San Jose. Last week, 
Secretary of State Herter, visit- 
ing Mexico City for the 150th 
anniversary of Mexican in- 
dependence, asked Manuel 
Tello, kindly and able Mexican 
foreign minister, why he had 
not supported the United States 
at San Jose. 

“You don’t understand the 
Mexican revolution,” Tello re 


ied. 

Then he proceeded to give 
an explanation of Mexico's rev- 
olution which was fought over 
the same basic principles as 
Cuba’s—agrarian reform, ex: 
propriation of oil pro 
and the clash of a low living 
standard with foreign capital. 

Manuel Tello has lived in the 
United States for years. He is 
considered one of our best 
friends. So is Mexican Presi- 


dent Lopez Mateos. Neither 
sides with Castro. Neither 
wants Communist or Soviet or 


Red Chinese influence in the 
Western Hemisphere. 
President Lopez Mateos has 
acted with great vigor against 
the Communists in Mexico. He 
has jailed pro-CCommunist labor 
leaders and even jailed Alfaro 
Siqueiros, the famous painter, 
for the part he played in the 
Mexican Communist Party. 
Siqueiros is a popular figure in 
art and intellectual circles, yet 
he is now in jail on the charge 
of “social disillusionment.” Yet, 
at the same time, the Mexican 
Government cracked down on 
communism and Castro, it re- 
fused to join other Pan Amer- 
ican nations in criticizing the 
Cuban regime. The reason is,

not only that Mexico expert- 
enced the same revolutionary 
struggie but also because 
Castro has done something to 
the people of all Latin Amer- 
ica.

Historic Pact 


Douglas Dillon, Undersecre 
tary of State, signed a historic 
document in Bogota, Colombia 
the other day by which the 
United States agreed to advance 
$500 million for the develop- 
ment of Latin America, includ- 
ing agrarian reform. Douglas 
Dillon used to be the executive 
of the Dillon Read banking 
firm, founded by his father, 
Clarence Dillon, ‘ 

Most people have forgotten 
it, but in 1928 the same firm 
lent $23 million to the Bolivian 
Government chiefly to buy 
arms from Vickers Ltd., for 
the purpose of attacking Para- 
guay. This started the Chaco 
war. The loan was negotiated 
in typical old-fashioned capital- 
istic tradition without regard to 

ace or war, and with the 

inance Minister of Bolivia re- 
ceiving a healthy cut. Con- 
sider the change between 1928 
and 1960; also the change be- 
tween the operation of Douglas 
Dillon today and his father 30 
loan agreement, 
signed by the younger Dillon 
on behalf of the U.S., cuts the 
bankers out of the finance 
gravy. It also puts up money 
for land reform which the 
United States called revolution- 
ary when Mexico started seiz- 
ing land three decades ago. 

Consider also the change 
since only six years ago. In 
1954, George Humphrey, then 
Secretary of the Treasury, was 
top American delegate to the 
Pan American Economic Con- 
ference in Rio de Janeiro at 
which he laid down tight re- 
strictions against U.S. Govern- 
ment loans to Latin-American 
countries. He wanted 
bankers to handle practically 
all loans to Latin America, and 
also was against loans to coun- 
tries which would not permit 
exploitation of their oil and 
minerals by American firms. He 
also} shuddered at loans for 
agrarian reform. 

With the Bogota Loan Agree- 
ment signed by Undersecretary 
Dillon last week all these re- 
strictions are out the window. 
The Humphrey policy is com- 
pletely reversed. We have re- 
versed it in order to head off 
Fidel Castro’s. His program of 
seizing land has begun to 
spread among landless Latin 
Americans. And rather than 
watch the change come with 
violence and revolution, the 
Eisenhower Administration has 
decided to help it come normal. 
ly and legally. ! 

The tragedy is that we 
waited so long. If we had not 
waited, if we had looked ahead, 
if Ike had not taken his policy 
only from George Humphrey, 
the revolution in Cuba would 
not have happened, and a So- 
viet satellite would not be 90 
miles away from the U.S. shore.

Cheap A-Power 


LONDON—The application of 
atomic energy offers such glit- 
tering prospects of unlimited 
power that in the popular ima- 
gination a science-fiction world 
iri which everything is nuclear- 
powered, from lawn-mower to 
air liner, is only just around 
the corner. 

But scientists 
themselves 
have a more 
sober apprecia- 
tion of the 2 
sibilities. They 
realize that cost 
is the key, and 
experience has 
shown that fall- 


and = 
indeed, is being achieved, not by 
any spectacular technological 


breakthrough, but by steady, 
marginal improvements in de- 
sign and technique. 

In Britain’s Atomic Energy 
Establishment at Winfrith, 
where there are two working 
reactors, Zenith and Nero, and 
four in various stages of plan- 
ning and construction, Nestor, 
Helen, Zebra and Dragon, scien- 
tists and engineers are hot on 
the track of really cheap pow- 
er. There is tremendous 
enthusiasm among the multilin- 
gual 12-nation tearm who are at 
work on the biggest project, 
Dragon. It is jointly run by 
Britain and the Organization 
for European Economic Cooper- 
ation, and is seen as “the ulti- 
mate development of the Cal- 
der Hall type of reactor.” 

The Calder Hail prototype 
was the first full-scale atomic 

wer plant in the world, It 
as improved in performance 
over its four years of operation 
to the extent of aay a 
thermal output 15 per cent 
above its designed capacity. If 
that. sort of advance can be 
made on the basis of experience 
and refinement alone, experi- 
ments now under way at Win- 
frith must certainly hold out 
high hopes of atomic power sta- 
tions which can compete with 
conventional sources of power 
in terms both of cost and effi- 
ciency. 


Safety on the Roads 


Problems of road traffic and 
safety have been highlighted in 
Western Europe by the large 
influx of holidaymakers and 
their return to their home 
countries anxious to pass on 
their experience of contrasting 
methods of overcoming these 
problems adopted by various 
countries. 

On the question of whether 
police patrols should be dis 
guised or not, experience -in 
France, where police patrols 
take the form of pairs of motor 
cyclists identifiable at a dis 
tance by their white helmets 
and black machines, seems to 
have corivinced most motorists 
that the more police patrols 
can be seen and identified the 
better it is for road behavior. 

On the other hand, Italy is 
generally regarded as ahead of 
other Western European coun- 
tries in her new autostrada, or 
motorways, which have twin 
carriageways, which have prov- 
ed much safer than the single 
carriageway motorways. 

In Britain this week, the first 
of the new traffic wardens were 
at their posts. ‘Their job is to 
enforce parking regulations 
and so remove a constant ob- 
stacle in towns and cities to 
swift and safe movement of 
traffic. Meanwhile, British au- 
thorities are studying Scandi- 
navian methods of solving the 
problem of drink and driving, 
with a view to road safety 
legislation later in the year. It

Symp- 
tomatic of the importante at- 
tached to this gathering is the 
fact that the British delegation 
is headed by Lord Hailsham, 
Lord President of the Council 
and Minister responsible for 
science, and Edward Heath, 
Lord Privy Seal who has special 
responsibility for ~-European 
questions. The main topics to 
be discussed are European eco- 
nomic cooperation, conditions in 
Eastern Europe, European space 
cooperation, scientific research . 
and cultural cooperation, 

London reports that Duncan 
Carse, a free-lance explorer 
who has already led four ex- 
peditions to South Georgia, is 
off there again, But this time 
he proposes to spend 18 months 
alone in an exposed corner of 
that bleak, inhospitable Antarc- 
tic island, carrying out scienti- 
fic work. He will be complete- 
ly cut off from the outside 
world and will not even have 
a radio or any other means of 
establishing contact. He re- 


gards it as a test of his own 
self-sufficiency and a means of 
training himself as a leader of 
future expeditions.
